The U.S, Department of Agriculture has evidence that on or about July 24, 2012, June 14, 2012, 
February 22, 2010, January 6, 201 1, and September 23, 2010, you or your organization committed 
violations of the following sections of the Code of Federal Regulations, Title 9: 

2.40(b)(2) Attending Veterinarian and Adequate Veterinary Care....DIRECT... 
repeated failure to establish and maintain programs of veterinarian care that use appropriate 
methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries 

2.50 (a)(1) Time and Method of Identification. ...repeated failure to have an official form of 
identification on all dogs on the premises 

2.50 (a)(2) Time and Method of Identification.... repeated failure to have an official form of 
identification on all live puppies under 16 weeks of age on the premises 

3.1 (b) — Housing Facilities General.... repeated failure to maintain facility areas used for storing 
animal food or bedding free of any accumulation of trash, waste material, junk, weeks and other 
discarded materials. Animal areas inside of housing facilities must be kept clean and free of 
clutter including equipment, furniture, and stored material 

3.4(b) Outdoor Housing Facilities, Shelter from the elements.... repeated failure to provide shelter 
structures that are accessible to each animal in each outdoor facility, and that are large enough to 
allow each animal in the shelter structure to sit, stand, and lie in a normal manner, and to turn freely 

3.4(b)(3) Outdoor Housing Facilities.... repeated failure to provide wind/rain breaks at entrances to 
primary enclosures 

3.10 Watering.... repeated failure to provide potable water to assure the health and well being 
of the dogs and ensure water receptacles clean and sanitized 

3.11(a) Cleaning, Sanitization, Housekeeping, Pest Control.... repeated failure to remove 
excreta from primary enclosures daily, and from under primary enclosures as often as necessary 
to prevent an excessive accumulation 


3.11(c) Cleaning, Sanitization, Housekeeping, and Pest Control ....repeated failure to 
keep housing facilities, including buildings and surrounding grounds dean and in good 
repair to protect the animals from injury, to reduce or eliminate breeding and living areas 
for rodents and other pests and vermin. Premises must be kept clean free of accumulations 
of trash, junk, waste products, and discarded matter
